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THE CoLp WEATHER, 
Winter has been one of unusual severity, 
the average temperature having been 
much lower than for several years past. 
The thermometer has not reached as low 
a point as many previous years, but there 
have been fewer variations, and the 
highest poipt reached at seven A.M. was 
on Tuesday morning, when it recorded 
7 degrees above zero. Last month the 
coldest morning was ¥ degrees at seven 
A. M. 

In 1866 the ecldest morning was 
16th of February, when the thermometer 
was 7 degrees at 7 A.M. In 1865 the 
thermometer stood 5 degrees on the 
morning of the 13th of February. On 
the 18th of February the thermometer 
stood at 5 degrees at 7 A. M.,and on. the 
10th at 7 degrees, On the mening of 
the 4th of February, 1863, the thermome- 
ter was & degrees, and on the morning of 
the Sth it stood 5 degrees above zero. 
On the Sth of February, 1861, the 
thermometer was 2 degrees below zero 
at 7 ALM. The winter of 1863) bad 
several cold days. On the morning of 
the Ist of January the thermometer stood 
5 degrees; on the 2d,4 degrees; and on 
the 3d, 9 degrees. On the morning of 
the Ist of February it was 8 degrees; on 
the 24,3 degrees; and on the 3d, 9 degrees. 

The coldest days usually occur in 
February, although the createst amount 
of cold weather comes in January.
